The caboose of a north bound 
freight train became derailed, 11:30 
pam. Friday evening, in Wilmington 
center, and three crew members had 
a terrifying ride, for a few minutes, 
as the car bumped along the tracks, 
still dragged by the engine at 30 
mp.h. 
rl M. Ladd, Quincy, George L. 
Green, Boston and Vincent F. Spez- 
zafero, of Cambridge, members of the 
train, who were in the caboose at 
the time were bucked and dragged, 
in wildwest style for about 200 yards, 
until an aircoupling split and the car 
with its helpless crew was hurdled 
across the tracks. It came to rest 
across the north bound tracks of the 
Lowell division, and was very close 
to the right of way of the south- 
bound tracks. 

The Ambassador, crack Montreal 
express, was due within moments; 
and the three men, as'soon as they 
could get out of the caboose, dashed 
down the tracks to place warning 
flares. Their efforts were successful, 
for the engineer of the Ambassador 
spotted the flares in time to avoid

Are ‘contest awards and prizes 
considered taxable income?

If the replacement cost is 
12,500, the amount taxable as a gain 
is the unexpended proceeds, $1,500. 
If the cost of the new residence is 
$16,000, there would be no taxable 
gain because there is no-unexpend- 
ed proceeds. 


gain on the sale of your residence is 
taxable. However, a loss on the sale, 
of residential property is not deduc- 
tible because the purchase of a res- 
idence is not considered a transact- 
ion entered into for profit. If you
